Colorectal cancer screening can prevent cancer by identifying and removing abnormal 

growths before they turn into cancer. Screening can also find cancer early, when it’s 

easiest to treat. Regular screening is recommended for anyone between 50 and 75. If 

you’re over 50, talk to your health care provider about getting screened for colorectal 

cancer.
